of many American cities, asking for 
a statement -of the local coal situation 
and requesting an opinion upon the 
provable outcome of the conference to 
be held next week in Detroit with 
the idea of aiding in -the settlement 
of the big strike in the anthracite 
regions of Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. 


The reply of Mayor Henry C. 3erg- 


hoff, of -Fort Wayne, was as follows: 


"The public in general demands 


arbitration of the coal strike, and 
with the hope at bringing this about 
•vve have acted upon the suggestion 
of Mayor OMayiTmry and appointed a 
committee of ten citizens to attend 
the convention at 'Detroit. 


"The coal situation 
here is very 


critical. 
No soi5t coal contracts of 


any kind are offered, and not a ton 
of anthracite coal can ^3 purchased. 
The city depends, entirely upon nat- 
ural gas for domJestic purposes and 
all factories must tase coal during the 
cold season. To <make onatters worse, 
the gas -pressure is now lower than 
it has ever (been -heretofore and gas 
may not supply ihe 
domestic de- 


mands. If this 'liappens thousands 
of families will be without fuel, our 
wood supply being nearly exhausted, 


''Public feeling is intense against 


the onine owners, and if the strike is 
not settled immediately 
there will 


not only be a public calamity, but 
also a political 
landslide. People 


begin to realize what it means to be 
at the mercy of the trusts and to pay 
trust 
(prices for 
aU commodities 


especially for coal and1 oneat, and they 
are ready to revolt.

ndustryP' Not only the president, 
>ut members of his cabinet are out 
srying from the housetops to the 
people to pause ia their 'rough work' 
nd behold the great prosperity. The 
jecietary of the treasury having in 
ninety days acquainted himself with 
,he simple problems of finance, is 
stamping around the country apolo-

delay; condemns the neglect of th 
national and state administration t 
enforce* the Sherman law and th 
Donnelly state law; favors trade ex 
pansion, but objects to this countr; 
"aping England in trying to estab 
lish a colonial government;" con 
demns the action of the governmen 
in its treatment of the Philippines 
demands justice for Cuba in the mat 
ter of trade by i educing the tariff 
to a strictly revenue basis; demand 
public ownership 'of anthracite coa 
mines by the right of eminent do 
main and the payment of full dam 
pges to owners, so as to insure peac 
in the mining regions and relieve th 
consumer; arraigns the^state admin 
istration for extravagance in the ad 
ministering of state affairs; declare 
in favor of a 1,000-ton barge canal 
denounces the present state excis 
laws and demands the return of 
moneys received to the county wher 
collected; sympathizes with the Jew 
in Roumania; favois the election o 
United States senators by direct vote 
condemns the national administration 
for "trading judicial positions fo 
state aid." 


THE COAL MINE PLANK. 


The declaration regarding nationa 


ownership of anthracite mines is a 
follows: 


"We advocate the national owner 


ship and operation of the anthracit 
coal mines by the exercise of th 
right of eminent domain, with jus 
compensation, to owners. Ninety pe 
cent, of the anthracite coal' deposit 
01* the world being in the state o 
Pennsylvania, national 
ownership 


can but be in the interest of the whol 
people. 


"Fuel, like water, being a publi 


necessity, we advocate national own 
ership and operation of the mines a 
a solution of the problem which wil 
relieve the country from the suffer 
ings which follow differences betweei 
labor and capital in the anthracit 
mines. Ifliis course will insure peac 
in the mining regions and remove th 
cause for differences leading not onl 
to suffering1, but oft times to blood 
shed and insurrection. 


"It will relieve the consumers o 


coal, not only in this state, bu 
throughout the whole country; inmir 
steady employment and ample com 
pensatlon to labor: transfer children 
from the mines to ?he schools; inftfre, 
strengthen and

gizing1 for the menace of such con- 
cerns while winter approaches and 
hundreds of firesides -will .be cold and 
dark and suffering -unspeakable will 
ensiieP If the tariff has no more to 


C.Q with trusts than -Hie penal code 
has to do with ordinary affairs, how 
can tha removal of the tariff 'be so 
hurtful to .those great 'captains of 
industry?' 
Not only the president, 


but members of his cabinet are out 
crying from, the housetops 
to the 


people to pause in their 'rough work' 
r.nd -behold the great prosperity. The 
secretary of the treasury having in 
ninety days acquainted himself with 
the simple problems of -finance, is 
stamping around the country apolo- 
gizing- to 'hungry people because they 
have no beef and coal.

<;The secretary of war is out on the 


highways of politics, willing at all 
times to admit that the present ad- 
ministration is perhaps the ablest 
and most efficient in the history of 
the nation. 


"The speaker of the house, though 


scarred .by service in battles fierce 
and' indur'ated to all wearing experi- 
ences of politics, does not care to en- 
counter the people of his district, and 
gavo a reason for the government 
continuing to support monopolies.''

Restriction of the 
amassing of 


wealth is advocated and the amend- 
ment of the tariff law by placing the 
necessities of life on the free list is 
demanded. 
The Ding-ley tariff law 


is condemned as a whole. The presi- 
dent is criticised for dilatory conduct 
and is accused of not wanting ti 
offend tho trusts. 


The platform asserts that the prop- 


osition to amend tlie United Stntes 
constitution to enable the 
federal 


government to proceed against the 
trusts is a mere subterfuge to gel 
rlrlny; condemns the neglect of the 
national and state administration to 
enforce the Sherman 
law and the 


Donnelly state law; favors trade ex- 
pansion, "but objects to this country 
"aping England in trying to estab- 
lish a colonial government;:) 
con 


deinns the action of tlie government 
in its treatment of the Philippines; 
demands justice for Cuba in the mat- 
ter <?f trade by reducing the tariff 
to a strictly revenue basis; demands 
public ownership of anthracite coal 
mines by the right of eminent do- 
main and the payment of full dam- 
p.ges to owners, so as to insure peace 
in tlie mining regions and relieve the 
consumer; arraigns the state admin- 
istration for extravagance in the ad- 
ministering of state affairs; declares 
in favor of n l,00n-trm barge canal; 
denounces the present 
state excise 


laws and demands tlie return of .all 
moneys receivetl to tlie county where 
collected; sympathizes with the Je 
in Roum.inin; favors the election of 
United States senators-by direct vote; 
condemns the national administration 
for "trading1 judicial 
positions for 


state aid." 


THE COAL MINE PLANK. 


The declaration regarding- national 


ownership of futtlirncite mines is as 
follows: 


'We advocate the national owner- 


ship and operation of the anthracite 
coal mines by the exercise of tho 
right of eminent domain, with just 
compensation to owners. Ninety per 
cent, of the anthracite coal deposits 
o"f the world being in the state of 
Pennsylvania, national 
ownership 


can but be in the interest of the whole 
people. 


"Fuel, like water, 'being a public 


necessity, we advocate national own- 
ership and operation of tlie mines as 
a solution of the problem which will 
relieve the country from the suffer- 
ings which follow differences between 
labor and capital in the anthracite 
mines. This course will insui-e pence 
in tho mining regions and remove the 
cause for differences leading not only 
to suffering1, but oft times to blood- 
shed and insurrection. 


'It will relieve the consumers of 


coal, not only in this state, but 
throughout the whole country; insure 
steady employment and ample 
com- 


pensation to labor; transfer children 
'rom the mines to the schools; insure, 
strengthen and preserve the stability 


of the business interests and popular 
institutions ofvour country. 
What- 


ever differences of opinion may exist 
over other propositions 
of public 


ownership, the propriety of that pol- 
icy as applied to anthracite coal 
mines must be apparent to eve-ry citi- 
aen." 


HE VOWS VENGEANCE. 


"When. William. S. 'Devery and 
his 


friends left their seats they passed 
up the aisle and tuming nt the door, 
the ex-chief shouted: "We are com- 
pelled to abide 
"by the will of the 


convention, but some of you here will 
have causa 
to regret your action," 


Whan he reached tho street he -was 
soon surrounded -by a large and con' 
stantly increasing crowd and he 'gave 
orders that his baud strike up and a 
parade was started through the prin- 
cipal streets in the village.

marching about half hour the party 
returned to the United States hotel.

and wagons. The bodies were sold to 
different colleges which, opened their 
(winter terms last week. The detec- 
"tives'say that a complete iiivestiga- 
tion <will probably show that even the 
graves in Crown Hill were desecrated 
!by the ghouls. Cantrill said that lie 
and ttte" other negroes visited Mount 
Jackson cemetery almost every time 
.anyone was burned in the place. "We 
pretty near cleaned that place out," 
lie Said. 
"I don't believe that we 


. have -missed anybody that -h-as been 
^'buried thera since J.uly." 


Cantrill said there were some 


. graves- that were ntit "disturbed "be- 
cause the flowers and: other articles 
on top were'placed in such a manner

The president bravely and unflinch- 
ingly watched the operation, and 
shares the belief expressed

physicians that the operation, while 
it was not absolutely necessary, wil' 
materially aid his recovery. It can 
be stated authoritatively that abso' 
lutely nothing unfavorable .was dis> 
closed by the operation. The presr 
dent and his physicians now know 
beyond the shadow of a doubt, the 
exact nature of the injury, and the 
operation demonstrated that it has 
been properly treated. 
The sligh 


rise in the president's temperatur 
during the last few days has invari 
ably been followed by a lower tern 
perature at night, ft favorable condi 
tion.

Colored Fiend Confesses <« Many 


Crimes and Says His Fate is 


Only Just. 


Corinth, Miss., Sept. 29.—Havin 


confessed to three murders, a rob 
bery 
and 
numerous 
assaults 01 


women, find having.set the day when 
he should ibe burned at the stake bj 
a mob, Tom Clark, n negro, volun 
tarlly gave the signal to set ablaze 
his funeral 
pyre 
yesterday. 
Hi 


watched the husband and brother o; 
his last victim light the 'huge pile 
of fagots on top of which the uiob had 
chained him to an iron post. The 
as the flames leaded tip and eugulrec 
him he -writhed amid the awful fai- 
lure, 'but at the same time admittec 
tlhat he deserved his fate, while 'he 
warned parents to safeguard thei 
children, by a proper 
bringing-up 


against such a death. 


Hundreds of citizens took part in 


the burning, for the negro's last vie 
tim had been the wife of a prominen 
man and the country "was arouset 
>by the atrocity of the crime as n&vei 
before in the history of Mississippi 
The crime for which Clark died was 
the assault 
-and 
murder of Mrs 


Carey Whitfield on August 19. 


CROWDS BUILD FS3LE. 


Incoming trains liad brought huu 


dreds of people into the city to wit 
nesa the execution. The crowds be 
came so great that at mid-day the 
main street was ordered cleared an< 
the announcement was made that r 
had been decided to burn Clark a 
3:30 o'clock in Dhe afternoon. This 
statement caused much 
excitemen 


and surging- crowds of people began 
to gather about the place selectee 
for the enactment of the tragedy. 


At 2 o'clock pine fagots and large: 


pieces of wood were carefully laid 
about an iron stake which had been 
driven, deep into the ground, and 
half an 'hour later it was announce! 
that all was in readiness. 
PRISONER LED TO CEMETERT. 
At 3 o'clock the (prisoner, heavily 


manacled, was, taken from the jail 
"by a posse of armed men, and fol 
lowed 'by a large and excited' crowd 
of men ard iboys, was led to the eas 
gate "of the negro ^cemetery in the 
western part of the city. The negro 
was securely fastened 
to the iron 


stake. He was then asked if-he caret 
to make a statement. He said tha 
he deserved; the fate prepared 
for 


him and asked that a letter he de- 
livered to his mother and brother 
He appealed to his^brother to raisi 
his children properly, admonishing 
them 
to beware of evil company 


Finally the word was given to fire 
the funeral pile. 


W'HITFIELDS APPLY TORCH. 
The husband and brothel1 of Clark's 


victim stepped forward and applied 
torches and in a moment iihe flames 
leaped 
upward, 
enveloping 
the 


iremfbling negro in smoke and fire 
The clothing of the doomed man 
was -soon ignited, and as the flames 
grew hotter the skin 'began to parch, 
The negro moaned piteously at this 
juncture and the agonizing look on 
his face told of the torture he was 
undergoing. 
Finally 'his lead fell 


forward on his breast and in a few 
minutes all was oven-. 


The flames were fed by the crowc 


until the body was burned to a crisp. 
Then the gathering in an orderly 
manner dispersed and the town soon 
assumed its normal condition. 
STORY OP CRIME AND ARREST. 


Last August Mrs. Whitfteld was 


found dead in her home. Her head 
had been .almost severed, 
a razor 


having been, used in tfhe bloody work. 
Both Whitfield and his wife were re- 
ated to several of the most promi- 
nent families in the south and the 
indignation of the people knew no 
bounds. Corinth and the surround- 
ing country was scoured in an effort 
to apprehend the murderer, but dili- 
gent search failed to disclose 
his 


identity. 
Two detectives from Chi- 


cago were employed, but their ef- 
forts were fruitless. 


Clark had trouble with his wife 


and She threatened 
to disclose 
a 


secret. 
Officers heard of this and 


arrested the woman. She told enough 
to warrant the belief that Clark had 
murdered Mrs. Whitfield. Clark was 
arrested and Saturday was brought 
before a committee of twelve citizens 
at Corinth. 


CONFESSES CRIMES. 


Clark confessed the murder when 


first locked up. 
He also said that 


several years ago he killed two men 
on an excursion train in Mississippi. 
ECe had also attacked a negro woman 
and stole $1,500 from, a physician at 
French Camp, Miss. Clark said that 
he had never been suspected of com- 
mitting any of these crimes and had 
covered up his tracks in a way to 
deceive the officers of the law. 


After hearing the confession the 


committee decided that the negro 
should be hanged from a telegraph 
jole in the street, dark said that 
rie deserved death, 'but asked that 
he execution be delayed a day so 


that he could have a farewell inter- 
view .with 'his.mother and brother, 
who lived in Memphis. The request 
was granted and the two relatives 
were telegraphed for, but the message 
did not reach them.

In 
consequence the strictures on Roman 
Catholic credulity contained in the 
book, its author was denied audience 
of the pope on the occasion of a re- 
cent visit to Rome. In 1895 the 
great realist published "Rome," in 
which is a vivid description of the 
papal 'court and its entourage. 


It was M. Zola's championship of 


Captain Dreyfus, the French army 
officer iwho was degraded and deport- 
ed to Devil's Islamd 
for life, on a 


charge of revealing military secrets, 
that raised the great novelist to his 
highest pitch of fame. His "I ac- 
cuse" letter broughfhim t otrialfov 
his utterances and finally he was ban- 
ished'from France. Abroad lie con- 
tinued his fight for the persecuted 
Jewish captain and in the end won 
his light by forcing the French gov- 
ernment to n retrial of the whole 
case, in 1899.

said the other official:

trust gains possession of all ths re-

cating oil for your locomotives, cars 
and machinery.' The managers of the 
railways object to this sort of thing. 
They admit that they could pay the 
increased price without much loss, 
but they do not 
like to have other 


people dictating to them how they 
shall run their 'business *tnd what 
prices they shall pay for oil. So they 
get together and solemnly agree that 
they will not buy any oil until the 
oil trust sells at the old price. Mot 
being •able to get 
oil they have to 


stop their trains. The people can't 
travel from one part of the country 
to the other nnd the mails are stop- 


ped. 
Iu fact, business and 'communi- 


cation are paralyzed. What would 
the people do to the managers of the 
railways "who took such a stand as 
this? 


Well, that is just what the an- 


thracite operators are doing -about 
tne labor in the coal field. They ad- 
mit they could pay the 
increased 


wages demanded and take the cost 
thereof out of the consumers of coal, 
who would be glad enough to pay it. 
But the managers don't like the com- 
bination that has. been formed in la- 
bor. 
They have to have that labor 


or none, because there is not any oth- 
er to be had, and yet they say they 
are going to fight it out to the 'bitter 


end, 
no matter how much the public 


suffers.

tent exaggerated.

in the co.U mining corporations. B it 
this does not

means imply that he is in 'position, ^o 
issue his orders as to settlement <>f 
the strike and have them obeyed. 
Were this the case I am sure the 
strike would have been settled long 
ago. 


"One 
thing not generally known, is 


that Mr. Morgan is not in complete 
control of the Beading: Tip to May 
last the voting trust, comprising a 
majority of all the stock in that great 
corporation, was in his hands, and 
then he was able to control the prop- 
erty's policies. 
But since May the 


voting trust has been in his hands 
only nominally, and pending some 
other arrangements. If he were to 
attempt to exfercise his 
power it 


would be possible for other interests 
to take the trust out of Ms hands at 
any moment. 
Along with Reading 


goes control of Jersey Central and 
Lehigh, two other prominent roads 
in the anthracite trade. It is an open 
secret in New York that since his re- 
turn from Europe a month ago Mr. 
Morgan has used 
his influence in 


favor of some settlement of the 
strike, aud he is still laboring to that 


end. 
If he had the power and the 


responsibility which the public has 
believed: 
he 
posessed, 
the strike 


would have been settled long ago. 


"Violence in tlie csal regions is the 


beginning of the end.'' This is the 
opinion expressed by the 
railway 


presidents. "As soon as the miners 
begin to murder and intimidate that 
ir. evidence of the weakness of their 
cause, and a surrender 
cannot be 


far oft." 


Perhaps the railway presidents are 


sincere when they say this, but they 
should know that a large part of the 
so-called violence in the coal regions 
!s imaginary or due to the exaggera- 
tions.

spondents stationed there: ''Violence 
is whst we \vant now.

tors, but they well 
know how to 


make the most of any small disturb- 
ances that may occur. A very trilling 
affair in the coal regions is sure of 
large he-ad lines in 
the New York 


papers next morning. Some violence 
there has been, of course; it would 
be foolish to expect such a large num- 
ber of men, most of them foreigners, 
to preserve perfect calm. 
But the 


reports have been greatly exagger- 
ated. There isn't as much lawless- 
ness in the entire anthracite field as 
there is in the tenderloin region 01 
New York city, and not very much 
more need of the presence of troops. 


Up in the coal fields the miners 


laugh nt the reports which the cor- 
porations give" out of tlie amount of 
coal mined each day. 
Every morn- 


ing the New York papers print little 
tables of the quantity mined aud 
shipped the day before. 
According 


to the table it runs from 26,000 to 
23,000 tons every twenty-four hours, 
and the list looks quite formidable, 
as it is printed in full detail and ap- 
parently with a great deal of exact- 
ness. If the companies are actually 
mining an average of 160,000 tons 
a week they are taking; out about 
one-seventh of the regular output 
when all hands are at work. As ,a 
matter of fact, they are njt doing 
even that much, nor the half of it. 
The miners count 
every car that 


comes out of the mines or from the 
breakers, and they know to a ton 
just how much coal is being shipped. 
Ten thousand tons a day would be 
much nearer the truth than £5,000 
tons, and veiy little' of that is fresh- 
ly mined coal. 
It consists almost 


entirely of oleaned-up or washed-out 
stuff and is fit only for steam'pur- 
poses. 
Coal that can be burned in 


the furnaces of the houses where chil- 
dren will soon be suffering from cold 
is not being mined to any extent 


i-tby of consider: ',icu. 
The min- 


ers know the coal companies are put- 
ting' up a bluff about iheir output 
of coal, and consequently there is no 
stampede among 'tJhe men.

w-hethsr the miners ought to win or 


not, 
their persistence and courage is 


certainly 
worthy 
of admiration. 


They have been without work for 
five months, and the most of them 
are now subsisting upon $2.50 a 
week per family doled out to them 
in the sih'afpe 'of store orders by the 
union. 
It is just enough to avert 


actual hunger. Clothing fit for win- 
ter use is much heeded, and men will 
do most anything before they will 
see their children going barefooted. 
Every licensed miner in the anthra- 
cite region knows that he can go to 
work tomorrow and earn $20 or $30 
a, day. All he has to do is to walk 
up to the mine boss and say he is 
ready, and he will be put in the mine 
with eight or ten laborers to do his 
loading for him. The licensed miner 


ill be given the easiest and softest 


breasts in the mine to work, and his 
share of labor will be simply the 
blasting down of the cor.l from ^he 
thick vein. The company will hire 
all the other men and give the miner 
credit for every ton thus taken out. 
Twenty tor thirty dollars a day is as 
big as a mountain to a rnaoi who 
lasn't lia'd 'a $5 bill in his hands for 
ive months, and whose children need 
shoes. It is a credit to the manhood 
of the miners ip, the anthracite field 
that not 300 out o£ the 40,000 li- 
censed miners Wave succumbed to 
this temptation to desert their fel- 
lows and go back on the cause. There 
are some things that even money 
:an't buy.

been. "Jehovah spake unto Joshua:" 
He was conscious that he was called of 
God to do God's work. 
.In that very 


fact was his supreme encouragement. 
It is one that every true Christian 
should feel to-day. "Moses ... 
is 


dead; nowtherefore arise:" The death 
of a Moses is the call of a Joshua. The 
loss from Sunday school, Endeavor so- 
ciety or church of one strong-worker- 
is a call to others to take up the 
work. "Every place that the sc.le of 
your foot shall tread upon:" A prom- 
ise and a condition; you shall have 
what you conquer. "To you have I 
given it:" Though we have to work 
for what we get, we still thank God 
as its giver. "I will not fail thee:" 
The source of Joshua's strength was 
not his own great ability, but the fact 
that God bad promised to stand by 
him in the work. "Be strong and of 
good courage:" [Realize that- you are 
strong; expect lo succeed;

faith Jn yourself and God. "Observe 


. the law . . . 1 hat thou mays-t 


have good success:" Success through 
obedience to God. This is not, an arbi- 
trary reward for obedience to an ar- 
bitrary command, but shows rather, 
that God, 
in His wisdom, commanded 


th-ose things that are for man's best 
good, and bringsuccess as their own re- 
ward. 


Cooperation.—The account of -the 


sending of the spies to Jericho, and 
their adventures (chap. 2), should 
really precede Joshua's order to pre- 
pare victuals, which was given three 
days before crossing the Jordan (10th 
of Nisan, 4:|9). The spies were gone 
from the 5th to the Sth. Reuben, Gad 
and the.half-tribe of Manasseh had al- 
ready settled east of the Jordan (Num. 
xxxii), hut Joshua reminds them here 
of their agreement to cooperate in the 
conquest with their less "fortunate 
brethren.

became very bitter and Tobin leit 
the room, returning in a few seconds 
jwitfh Deleaver, with which -he struck 
Captain* Jim on the head, after which 
•he dragged the man down stairs 'to 
.the cellar, where 'he hacked the body 
to pieces,

Captain Sheeban did not learn the 


cause of the trouble. 
He says he

bills i and Tobin suddenly told him he 
lied iand struck him over the head. 
He dragged: him down stairs and as 
he passed through one of the lower 
floors he picked up. a cleaver. and 
struck the - unconscious man across 
the chest.

"I followed him to the cellar/ 


McAnemery continued. "I watched 
Tobin drop his burden and begin, to 
back at the man's neck.

As McAnerney related the story

COCKRAN'S ELOQUENT ORATION 


IN FORT WAYNE. 


The American judiciary system in 


its (relation to national growth and 
security furnished a 'theme for Hon. 
W. Bourke Cockran, 
the 
peerless 


New York orator, m his address in 
Fan \Vayn« Tuesday afternoon, the 
crowning- feature of the cle-rticnticn of 
Allen county's new court house. The 
gifted speaker's voice was a trifle 
Imsky at ilie opening-, but it gained 
in strength and clearness as he pro- 
ceeded. andJ -throughout the oration 
he was heard with the most intense 
interest. 
The great audience 
fre 


quently burst into applause as a tell 
ing- point or a particularly bnlliaiv 
strain of eloquence came 
rippling- 


from the orator's lips, and at 'the con 
elusion of the address 'Mr. Cockran 
was vociferously applauded. 


COCKRAN'S GREAT ADDRESS. 
'Mr. Ccckran's oration was as fol- 


lows: 


Mr. Chairman. Ladies 
and 
Gentlemen: 


Listening here to thi speeches which hava 
preceded mine, especially the remarks of Mr. 
Barrett.I became convinced of the truth thai 
every political system records its dominant 
tendencies in its public buildings—a the- 
ocracy in its temples, an empiro -in its pal 
aces, an aristocracy in its castles, a mili- 
tary despotism in its fortresses; and if this 
bo so. the monuments of this republic must 
be its court houses, for tht one distinctiva 
characteristic of oilr government is its in- 
dependent judiciary. 
In all othct respects 


it has been modeled upon older institutions. 
Executive 
powers have been features of 


every civil government. Representative bod- 
ioa are as old as the recorded experience: 
of men. A judicial system of some sort 
has been characteristic of every form u: 
•which man has organized himself for his 
own protection, but until the establishment 
of this republic courts never undertook 
control the operations of government: t 
sovereign was the fountain, not the subject 
of judicial authority. 
A judicial system 


which, while maintaining absolute equalHj 
among1 citizena of every degree, has succeed- 
ed in extending its jurisdiction 
over the 


state itself, bringing every department ol 
government under subjection, not to tilt- 
judges, hut to the law which the judges ad- 
minister, is the distinctive contribution ol 
tlia American democracy to the eivilizatior 
Of \tha world. 


TlNis, vast concourse assembled to dedieati 


this stately,, pile is a proof, ami a shining 
one. that In"«ia . city of Fort Wnyne. a: 
throughout our wnble" republic, devotion tc 
the judicial system, which has made tht 
reisn of law supreme throughout this conn- 


. try, is the dominant characteristic of tht 
American people. 


But, my fmnds, tha reifin of law has no. 


always been the reign ot justice. 
In tht 


mural dccorationsof this stately builtiir.g. 
you sea painted upon the dome an allegory, 
representing the reign of despotism and of 
terror. 
But despotism existed under war 


rant of law. It was by warrant of law that 
the early Christian martyrs were thi 
to ths wild beasts of the arena. 
It was 


ay warrant of law that the fires of perse 
cution have been lighted. It was by war 
rant of law that slavery was maintained 
evea imon this continent. But I interpret 
the significant of this gathering, oi" th 
erection of this court bouse, as proof that 
the American people now revere their lair 


" not because it Is supreme in its anthoritj 


but bacauso it is beneficent in its provisions 
(applause); th.it they are attached to their 
judicial system, not because the judges havt 
been effective in enforcing the law. but be 
cause they have been successful in making 
the law the 
handmaid 
of 
justice, 


through its supremacy have made justice 
toe sole sovereignty whose authority the 
American people will acknowledge. 
(Ap- 


plause). 


OF FIRST IMPORTANCE. 


If WB trace the effect of the fruit borne 


by tha Judiciary and by our system of law 
in this country, I think it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that our whole constitutional 
system is almost entirely the consequence 
of judicial decisions, and very little th< 
fruit of legislation. If you ask me to poini 
to you the fruit of judicial authority. 1 
•would say look around you. 
I would find 


it in this republic, the most able and the 
most prosperous in the world. I would fii 
in your devotion to law and justice the ex- 
planation of the prosperity which you enjoy, 
and the insurance of its security and 
tlnuance. Certainly I do not think that any- 
body will deny that this government is the 
freest and the most stable upon the fac 
the earth. We sneak of this country as the 
youngest in the family of nations, and al- 
though in one sense it is the youngest rt- 
cruit, in another it antedates ail the othei 
civilized governments of tho world; alone, 
among the nations of the earth, it is today 
what it was at the date of its foundation. 
Since our constitution was proclaimed, what 
changes have swept over the worls! 
What 


dynasties have fallen! 
What thrones have 


been shattered! What'ancient systems ha' 
been engulfed, and what now experimen 


fallen in confusion and disaster! Since 17SS 
this republic has seen the Trench monarchy 
fall before the light of liberty, whose torch 
had bsen kindled upon this soil. 
It has 


seen France, after overrunning Europe, fall 
exhausted from her conquests, at the feet 
of restord tynnny. to rise once more in 
republicanism, and fall back again into in 
perialism, and after all these failures, ei 
gage in a third attempt to establish soir 
form of constitutional liberty. 
It has seen 


England change the entire character of its 
government; change from a whig oligarchy, 
which had dominated her councils for over 
a rentury, Into a republic, which conceals 
under the form of a monarchy its democratic 
character. It has seen the empire of Spain 
shattered, and that country seek to regain 
by the cultivation of her own lands, that 
prosperity which she lost in the conquest 
of other lands. 
It has seen the republic of 


Venice perish. It has seen the principali- 
ties which lined the banks of the Rhine dis- 
appear. It has seen Prussia rise from the 
ashes. And through all these changes our 
constitution remains today unchanged, as It 
was adopted over a century and a quarter 
ago, except that its foundations have sunk 
deeper into the affections of the people 
whose liberty it has maintained, whose pros- 
perity it hc= piomoted, whose happiness it 
has secured. 
(Applause). 


LAW IS SUPREME. 


To what mun; wa attribute this security, 


which has kept this government immovable 
upon its foundations, while all around It 
have been strewn the wrecks of constitu- 
tional experiments? It Is not to the fact 
that wo have a written constitution, because 
other nations have adopted written constl- 
tutionsl which perished almost before they 


•ame into existence. It is not because we 
iftve divided and distributed the powers of 
;ov6rmnent, because that has bten attempt- 
id by other nations, wh«re liberty has per- 
shed before it became a possession of the 
icople. 
It U not because the constitution 


contains carefully drafted provisions for 
the security of tae cUisens, because other 
constitutions which fell before 
the first 


•low of popular fury, contained provisions 


, more generous for individual safety. 


The French constitution of 1763 was more 
elaborate in its care for the ri^Ms of liie 
citizen, and yet tbat instrument was shat- 
tered an-i destroyed, suspended almost be-

ing the people from the oppression of tyran- 
ny, it simply delivered them from one des- 
pot to hand them over to the despotism of a 
mob; 
far from establishing order, progress

meat liar, established by the r-ore adoption 
of the i-onstitiition; that our liberties be- 
came secure uhen the first president WBF 
inaugurated, when the first cciifress wa; 
assembled, when the judicial department 
was organized and statutes were atlopte 
providing for this government « enter upon 
its operation, 
lint, my friends, this go\- 


ernmeiit was secure, not through the wis- 
dom of tho citizens, or thts forbearance of 
the executive department, but through the 
vigilance of tho judiciary. Our whole con- 
stitutional system i:; built upon a series of 
decisions that have extended tilt authority 
of the federal government to the extreme 
lir'it to which it may he exercised for the 
welfare of the citizens. The whole of ouv 
constitutional structure rests 
upon 
four 


great principles: The supremacy of the fed 
eral governn-eni over evtry foot of our ter- 
ritory, the supremacy of the constitution 
over'the government in all its departments, 
the absolute freedom of trade and inter- 
course between all the states and of all 
their inhabitants, ana the inviolability of 
contracts. 
But these principles were no 


established by universal consent. Each on 
is the fruit of a judicial decision. 
If no 


state had ever disregarded the authority 01 
the federal government, either in the ju 
dicial or executive departments, there nevei 
would have been a long line of decisions 
beginning- with Fisher against the United 
States, and running through to the man- 
damus ease against Judge Peters, ma! ' 
that pillar absolutely secure, upon its 
stitntional foundation. 
If no attempt had 


ever bean mad-3 .by congress itself to 0' 
ride the constitution, the case of Marbcrrj 
against Madison would never have arisen. 
and John Marshall would never have writtei 
that doctrine which has become the ver. 
vital principle of our constitutional system, 
which has made our constitutional prt 
ions not empty promises to the citizen, but 
possessions which 
he enjoys (applause). 


which have been the foundation of our pros 
parity and opened to us the pruspett of meas- 
ureless glory and progress. 


TYPIFIED IN BUILDING. 


Now this is what the judiciary lias done 


It is this great service which is typified i 
this buildin?. and in the enthusiasm vjhici 
has marked the proceedings since tho open 
ing of' these exercises. 


But the judiciary has not yet completed 


all its services. I mention its nast service 
that wa may pay it reverence in the pres 
ence of this magnificent pile, erected, not as 
a monument to what has been done, but as a 
theater for its greater usefulness. 
I oe 


lieve it is characteristic of this age. al. 
over the world, that the parliamentary hod 
ies are sinking in importance. 
In Francs 


they are barely tolerated. Even in England 
the mother of parliaments, that body nt 
longer wields that authority which made ii 
the supreme authority of the state. 
Evei. 


here in our own cotr.try we tehold a stetidj 
tendency to limit the power of the legisl: 
ture. In many states the legislature is oul 
allowed to meet once in four years, in man. 
other states it is allowed to meet once ir 
two years, and every change in the way oi 
constitutional amendment is a fresh limita 
tion upon legislative authority. What does 
this universal tendency signify? 
In foreign 


countries it may weli be a subject of s 
apprehension to statesmen and to patriots 
For there it portends a revival of executh 


tocratic authority. 
But here wa can affoi 


not merely to view it with composure, but 
with enthusiasm, because here every limi 
tion of legislative authority is accompan: 
by an expansion of judicial authority. 
(Ap 


planso). 


THE DOMINANT FEATURE. 


The whole power of our judiciary to over- 


ride the acts of congress doss not depenii 
upon any specific constitutional provision, 
hut when it was first proclaimed by Johr 
Marshall, in the case of Marberry against 
Madison, it received, at once, popular ap 


nant feature of our whole judicial system 
Here in this state your legislature meets bui 
once in two years. Here your constitution* 
amendments are constantly hedging the letfis, 
lative authority about with new restriction! 
and new protecUc-ns. Here you are steadilj 
improving ths quality of your court houses 
increasing ths authority of your judges, and 
while every public improvement that mighi 
be inaugurated would be the subject of di- 


always unanimous in selecting the best site 


cent majesty and the conveniences which it 
affords, typical of that attachment to jui 
tice which is traced in tlus steady tendency 
to enlarge judicial powers. 


My friends, I believe that this enlarge- 


ment of judicial powers is a wholesome 
sign. I am glad to see in this building ar 
evidence that in Fort Wayms yuu arc deter 
mined that not alone shall it have the mosl 
beautiful structure for 
its 
teir.ple. fau< 


its future expansion. 


DECLINE OF LEGISLATION. 


I think I may say with perfect truth 


that the period when legislation was 
portant in the way of 
promoting human 


prosperity has passed. In this country. All 
that can now be done by legislation is tc 
establish methods of human industry, 
fix conditions under which men can work 
and live. 
If no injustice has been done 


if existing injustice has been swept away. 
there is nothing left for legislation. 
Tl.e 


legislature is the natural theater in which 


irm3 can be effected, when the justici 
ibject is clear. In other countries where 


exempt from taxation and others depri 
' almost everything they produce, beyond 


the bare necessaries of life, by the grinning 
inactions of unscrupulous tyrants, there R 
legislature is the natural field in which rt 


us can be accomplished. But ir. a coun- 


try like this, when legislation has practically 
,bolished every distinction, when no injus 
tice is permitted, which is confessed, when 
injustice no longer seeks to hide itself be- 
yond precedent or custom, when it is nc 
longer an issue between doing justice and 
preserving institutions as they are, then tin 
domain of the legislature shrinks to thi 


c provision for the expends of the gov- 


ernment. The main function of tho legisla- 
tive body today is to scrutinize bills am 
pass upon the expenditures necessary for 
;he maintenance of the government, and 
that legislature is b»st which confines itseif 
:o that function. 
(Applause). I may say 


that I have known of but few laws passed 


legislature or congress which have im- 


llsappeared tomorrow I do not know that 
the human race would be much worse off 
(Applause). 


GAVE SOME EXAMPLES. 


Now. at the present time—to Illustrate 


by practical example tho truth of what I 


iy—there are two or three qimtions upor. 


which the public mind is largely exercised. 
It is doubtful if legislation could remedy 
.ny of them. At this time, in a. nclghbor- 


ng state, industry is suspended; a hundred ' 
and thirty thousand men have become idle; 


_ real necessary of life is no longer pro- 


duced ; inconvenience is bein? treated in 


y city; losi irreparable is indicted—for 


the suspension of labor is a loss that is ir- 
reparable ; and y«t, the governor of the 
stalk, most anxious to terminate it, refuses 
to call the legislature together, because no- 
jody can suggest a law that wou!J solve the 
difficulty. 
And nobody cau. Nobody can 


suggest a law which would be accepted as 
a solution of the difficulty. 
If any mau to- 


day were to be endowed with the power 'to 
Inscribe upon the statute booits any law 
that he chose, any law that his ingenuity 
could suggest, he could not touch that dim- 
cutty which is today EUlicting the whole 
people of the United States—a-J well as the 
tody of men who are coming- closer auO 
closer to starvation, in a struggle for what 
they believe to be rifrht anc! just. 


THE LABOR QUESTION. 


Now, 
my frienis. this question which we 


call the labor question, can not remain un- 
solved. 
We boast of the freedom of this 


couiurv i rim r.ry danger of another civil 


. 'Never more will she be divided into 


tw»> hostile sections, warring against each 
ither, one to destroy anil the other to pre- 
.erve this Union; but the quarrel between 
labor and employer, over the division of 
their joint product, is creating a. stritfe more 
deadly tr-an any war which has ever afflict- 
ed humanity, if it be permitted to proceed 
much farther, for war carries with it, to 
some extent, the reparation oi" It* own dis- 


;rs. 
When a community suffers by the 


ravages of invasion, 
Us 
members 
a: 


brought together by the necessity of repair- 
ing it. 
The memory of the common injury 


brings them closer together in co-operation, 
to restori the injury and the wrong which 
waste an-I destruction have wrought. 
But 


the strtike leaves behind it nothing but the 
memory of bitterness, promoting 
greater 


struggles. 
It divides not this nation into 


sections, but it divides every town and ei 
locality into classes, animated by distrust of 
each other, forgetful of the 
tremendous 


truth, that all industry is a partnership, 
and that it is only by peaceful co-operation 
that true prosperity can be reached. (Ap- 
plause). 


SUGGESTS A REMEDY. 


If wo find legislation incompetent to deal 


with this question. I believe that wo ma; 
find assistance in settling it and all othe 
dilSculties, through the courts. 
Over tin 


entrance to this grand building I see in 
scribed the truth, that jurisprudence is tin 
science of ascertaining the right and tin 
wrong. 
Legislation—statesmanship, if you 


will—is the ascertaining of the degree, or 
tho requirements of expediency. 
Judicial 


statesmanship is ascertaining the require- 
ments of justice—the line between truth and 
wrong. 
(Applause). 


My friends, this whole question of the 


division of the product between the laborer 
and his employer Is not a matter which 
can he settled, in my judgment, by any 
court or tribunal assuming to fix a rate o 
wages. 
Do not think that I want you ti 


belisve that at any time a condition will be 
found when a labor dispute can be brought 
into a court of justice and a rate of wages 
fixed by the decree of the judge. I belit 
that tho rate of wages depends not upon 
the decree of any court, not upon the wliim 
of any employer, not by any agreement that 
can be reached between them, but that It 
depends absolutely upon the value of the la- 
borers' product. It can not be much more, 
and it can net be less. 
(Applause). The 


value of the. laborers' services depends upon 
the division of the product. 
Tha question 


is how to arrive at that division. The la- 
borer and employer must together draw 
increase of their profits from the increase 
of the uroduct. 
There is no other so 


from which the laborer can be paid, except 
from that wnteh he has created; no source 
from which the employer can obtain profit 
except from that which he and the laboi 
together havj created. 


THEY ARE PARTNERS. 


Ths employer and the laborer must reci 


nize their partnership; they must abandon 
tha fallacy that they are enemies, bonm 
to contend, one at the expense of the otbei 
and recognize the truth that they are part- 
ners, who must promote their prosperity b> 
increasing the productive power of their cap 
ital and their labor. All, in my judgment, 
that is necessary to the solution of this 
question, is thit the employer and employe 
should have confidence in each other; that 
the employer should recognize the fact thai 
the laborer la not his slave, to be driven, or 
an enemy, or an inferior, to be ordered, but 
a partner, to be consulted; and that the 
ploye realize that his employer is one w 
interests arc identical with his. \Vhen Ihe;. 
recognize these truths, their disputes 
no longer exist, hut will be succeeded bj 
conferences, in which neither will struggle 


not be obtained, and both will strive to ma!:> 
their industry more profitable, thus creating 
a higher profit for themselves, and diffus- 
ing groatar prosperity throughout the com- 
munity. 
(Applause). 


Now, 
since the labor question is but a 


method of realizing economic truths, not of 
establishing new laws, but ascertaining tht, 
laws which are not of human creation, bui 
those of the power which governs the ui 
verse, as each dispute arises between t 
laborer and the employer, some phase of 
the question will come before the judiciary 
nnd as each controversy is decided, some 
light will be contributed to the conditions 
under which these conferences between em- 
ployer and employe can be held. or. ,tc 
use the phraaeology of this moment, uralcr 
which these disputes can be conducted. 


I know thr.t some of the decisions a!- 


ready recorded have been severely criticised. 
I believe that this is the greatest and the 
most severe test that the American judic 
iary has ever met. I have no iloubt that i 
will meet it triumphantly. 
To doubt i 


would be to doubt the continuance of civil- 
ization. 
The American judiciary must on 


force jurisprudence—that is. it must dis- 
cover the justice of controversies, and thai 
being made clear, popular opinion will see 
that justice governs them, and that juris- 
prudence solves them. 
If the American 


judiciary meets this test, as I believe ii 
will, and that question is settled, then this 
country will enter upon a period of pros- 
perity which tho mind of man can not meas- 
ure today. 


TSBST QUESTION. 


And so, my friends, we find a question 


now agitating the public, growing out of the 
enormous combinations of capital, and the 
belief of many that thesd combinations raise 
the prices of commodities artificially, to 
the people, thus taxing them and assuming 
a power of oppression which only a gov- 
ernment should exercise. I do not mention 
this as a political question, because I be 
lieve all politic*! parties concede the ex- 
istence of a trust question. 


The president of the United State? wilt 


visit you tonight, and he will probably say 
here as he has said in many other places. 
that one of the grc.it requirements of good 
government r.ow is publicity in corporate 
management. 
Well, my friends, I believa 


that, too—in fact. I think I was one of .the 
first to suggest it. 
But there 
are 
twc 


aspects to this trust question—one is the re 
Ution of the corporation to the public ana 
the other is the relation of the managers 
of the corporation to their stockhold 
Publicity will prevent the managers from 
cheating the stockholders (laughter), am 
that will be a most important co'ntribntioi 
to the security of commerce and to th> 
prosperity of trade. 
That remedy can be 


enforced today, and they are beginning tc 
enforce it. 
When the courts declare the 


ight of a stockholder to bring befora them 
i director for examination as to the profits 
vhich he has made by the use of his power 
—and they are in tho way. I believe, to 
clare that the law of the land—publicity 


•ill be established, and that 
method of 


cheating will be made more difficult. ar.d 
even impossible. 


•TUDICIAHY MUST DECI71E. 


The broader nuestion ns to whether the 
imbinations of capital have, in themselves, 


furnished any means by which the public 
can be oppressed, I believe the judiciary 
nust ultimately decide. 
I believe that if 


i/ou were to put into a room thirty or forty 
7.en 
of the highest Integrity and the best 


intentions in tho world, and told them to 
frame a law whinh would settle the trust 
question, their session would be perpetual. 
I doubt whether they 
could agree upon 


what constitutes it. and 1 am quite sure 
they could scarcely agree upon a remedy. 
But, 
my fellow citizens, do not suppose that 


that reason this question is beyond the 
! 


er of this government to remedy. 
It 


will ba dealt with by successive decisions 
establish ing, as various aspects of ihe mat* 
ter arise, the right of the public as against 
;hat of the corporation, and that body of 
law will ultimately constitute ilia ioluttc-s 
o! t!;ig question. 
All that is necessary in 


urder to maintain the perfect 
assurauue 


chat our destiny will be unclouded and the 
promises of our past achievements fall shcrt 
of what our future destiny will be. Is thai 
the judiciary remain, as it always has beeh, 
ipright in thj discharge of its duties. 


There is but one peril that can ultimately 


destroy this republic, and that is a declint^ 
in the virtue of its jud.cinry. 
When thii 


building shall cease to be a temple of jus- 
tice, when from its court rooms shall issue 


dates clouded with injustice, corrupt 


in their conceptions, or infirm in their' con- 
•lusicns, then, and only then, may we de- 
pair of the future of this republic. (Great 
applause). 


EIGHTS ARE SECURE. 


Tiiay tell us, my friends, that government 


in this country, is corrupt. We hnai a good 
deal of the corruption in legislatures and 
municipal councils, and probably a great 
dea'. of it is true, but corruption in the legis- 
lature or in the municipal body can neve 
affect tha Individual rights of the citizen it 
thi:: coumry. His right to labor, his righ 
to enjoy his property are secured to hini. 
not by any legislative provision, but by con- 
stitutional guarantee, and of that con: 
tion the judiciary is the depository. 
No 


hair of his head could be hint. 1:0 movement 
of his limbs could be restrained, no article 
of his property cuuld be taken by all t! 
legislative and municipal authorities com- 
bined, without the permission or sanction 
of the judicial officer who will sit in that 
court building. 
While these rignts are se- 


cure, the other forms of legislative corrup- 
tion, while indicating shocking instances of 
individual depravity, can not 
touch the 


main security of th; citizen. 
Corruption 


there n.ay be—there probably is. in the 
granting- of contracts, in iht! appointment oi 
officers. In the .exorcise ol governmental fa- 
vor, 
but in the exercise of those funda- 


mental privileges which are essential to 
the security of life, liberty ana property, 
the citisen is absolutely secure, so long as 
the courts remain the inviolate temples of 
justice and the judges faithful priests in 
her sanctuaries. (Applause). 


Now. my friunds, if this independence of 


the judiciary and the authority of. justice 
he maintained throughout this- country, the 
effect uprm the individual citizen, and upon 
the body of our people, as I have said, it is 
difficult to conceive. But this much we cai: 
tell. That while the-judiciary of the Uni- 
ted States has established this republic of 
ours, and has sustained it and made it e 
fountain of prosperity, it has also contrib. 
utod largely to the welfare, of the whole 
human race. 
The success of this country 


has been, perhaps, tho most important bea- 
con lisht ever kindled before the footsteps 


OLD^ THEORY EXPLODED. 


Before our experience had refuted it, the 


doctrine of Malthus was universally accept- 
ed—the doctrine 
that 
population 
grow 


fastffr than the food sup'ply. and therefore 
war. famine and pestilence, were neeessarj 
to human existence. 
That theory was made 


to justify many unholy wars: it was ad 
vanced as an excuse for refusal to repai: 
insufferable social conditions. Now, the ex 
perience of this country has shown that too 
great a population can not be had., Every 
human being who works produces more thai 
he consumes. 
The surplus goes into thi 


common fund and there becomes a field of 
employment ti other- men; so that every 
addition to ,th<j population, instead of being 
a charge upon the fixed food supply, be 
comes a source ol abundance. The nations 
which arn overcrowded by their populatioi 
are the nations where the people are plun- 
dered. It is not the size of the population, 
but the rapacity of the rulers, that make? 
tho earth unable to. support any 
givei 


quantity of human beings. 
Wherever yo; 


hava prosperity, there you have growing 
populations. 
In this country, where cverj 


man can enjoy the utmost of the things 
which ho creates, there never has beon a 
time when an increase of the populate 
\ias not attended by an increase In pros 
perity. 
Lo. we .ire now eighty millions 


and we began with three! Was there evei 
a comparison between our condition toda; 
and that of any other period in the wholi 
course of our history] 
No greater good 


nothing of greater value can come to th 
United States than the man willing to work 
(Applause). 


OF GKEATER VALUE. 


I would rather see a man come in with a 


pair of hands ready for toil, showing by 
coming across the soa, leaving the scenes o 
his youth, the energy to improve his condi 
tion—I would consider him of greater valui 
as an addition to the population than ar 
idler who would come in with iiiany trunks 
filled with wearing apparel and having a 
balance of 550,000 to his credit in the bank 
It is only by the employment of the laborers 
that an increase of prosperity ca 
siircrl. aril labor will not be acti 
it cau bo assured that it cat! enjoy that 
which it creates. 
In China, where ever; 


officer buys His appointment, and reimburse-1 
himself by petty sxactlons and excessive im 
positions, the people will only produce vha 
is necessary to support themselves: if the> 
produced any more it would be taken froi 
them, and any failure of the crops plunges 
the country into misery and famine. 
Bu- 


rn any country of the world where justice 
prevails, an increase of population means 
an increase of prosperity to every individual 
in it. 
Every workman Is the partner of all 


his fellows. Ko man can work, and worl 
his best, without increasing the abundance 
of commodities which you p.nd I must en 
joy. I have a personal and deep interest in 
the movement of-every man who scatters 
seed's upon every Minnesota wheat field: 
3 


have a deep interest in every wheel that 
revolves in every factory in this city; I 
have a most profound interest in evecy man. 
although I ma? not know him personally, 
.the activity of wliose hands will increase 
the commodities which I may be able- to 
have to improve my condition in life. Wh, 
is true of myself Is true of you. 


There is but one condition necessary in 


order to make this earth a fountain or un 
told abundance to human beings, and thai 
is justice—the purity of your courts. 
The 


American patriot was'entitled ti 
profound reverence, and to immortal glory. 
because when he drove the foreign invade: 
from our shores and shattered the throni 
of the foreign despot, he difl nut enthrone 
domestic despotism or anarchy, but instead 
he erected upon the ruins the American 
court of justice. (Applause). 


LESSON HE DREW. 


Here. then, my friends. Is the lesson which 


I draw from this vast gathering; That hert 
in Fort Wayne we sec that the attach: 
to justice is profound, and reverence for the 
courts is the dominant feeling of the popu- 
lace. 
If you correctly represent the spirit 


of the nation—and I believe you do—tli 
may turn to a future unclouded in its bril- 
liancy. 


I do nat believe thp.t the courts of justice 


ara best when they are most active, Do not 
believe for a moment that I believe that an 
Increase in private litigation is a wholesome 
sign. No. I believe that one of the most 
salutary sijns of the times is the decline of 
litigation everywhere, 
Hut that dccli: 


duo to tho very efficiency with which the 
courts have established tha rules of la- 
governing citizens in their relations to each 
other.^I regard the court of justice in thi 
United States as the temple of Janus, ii 
ancient Home. 
Yon will 
remember, m' 


friends, that that temple was always kept 
open in time of war; it was only closed In 
times of peace. 
Though its 
gates 
wore 


closed when peace reigned, if any foot of 
the territory was invaded, that moment its 
doors were swung open, 
So I believe that 


the conditions will be happiest here if the 
doors of all our courts were closed—=1< 
not because justice has ceasoil to r«ign, but 
because its reiini is no longer challenged; 
closed, although the hinges arc well oiled. 


;ady to swing open, that the suit of the 


humblesf citizen against the moat powerful, 
or the wealthiest of his neighbors may be 
heard and determined. 


-TAKE GREATER 


The declino of litigation, in my judgment, 


leaves tho courts free to puss upon ques- 
tions of greater importance. Never has the 
judiciary played so important a part in the 
affairs of tlili great nation a^ within tho 


ast year. 
As U is no longer occupied with 


,he contentions of individuals, it bas more 
;ime and wider opportunity 10 pass upoi. the 
graver questions which affect the commu- 
nity at, large. It was less than a year age 
:hat a decision was pronounced which fixed 
jor all time tin mam er in which thp power 
of this government can be exercised in sub- 
duing foreign countries; and those decisions 
will provoke a volume of other questions, 
each oii3 of which, as it is decided, will 
contribute an additional light to the body 
of our constitutional system, not only affcct- 


us as a people, but art'ecting the whole 


civilized world, where we have taken tie 
first place in power and Influence. 
And so 


in all your relations here, as the decline of 
litigation continues, I believe the courts 
will be still useful in passing upon auch 
jUBstions as those to which I have alluded, 
in finding out the exact-limits of-right iiud 
wrong, and proclaiming them, so that the 
American people can 
enforce 
j istice 


every -question in which they are concerned 
—in this labor question, in this trust ques- 
tion, and every other question which may 
_.-ise from the very high prosperity which 
we have enjoyed. And picture to yoursel 
my friends, the condition of this country 
if the reign of justice be unchallenged, with 
all these questions settled i Picture to your- 
self a people with whom justice is so firmly 
entrenched that the courts are closed for the 
lack of suitors; whose every pair of human 


ids is engaged in industry: where nonS !, 


engaged in destruction of any right; where 
the genius of man is exercised not in de- 
vising means to destroy human life, but tc 
prolong it; not to destroy the usefulness 
of human labcr, tut to 
multiply 
them: 


;rt! every person is trying to add to ihe 


common fund, and increasing with every ex- 
ercise of his powers the comforts which 
they all enjoy, lengthening the span of hu- 
man days, Increasing the productive power 
of human hands and broadening the horizon 
of human possibilities. 


NOT A FANCIFUL PICTURE. 


This is not a fanciful piclure. 
Contras: 


your condition today with the condition 
the human race a hundred years ago. 
hundred years ago a man who undertook 
a journey bought a sat of pistols, and hirui 
men to accompany him, fully armed to r ' 
attacks, and if he met anyone he shunneit 
him, fearing him as a highwayman. Today 
you go cut in the darkest night, entire:; 
unarmed, and if yoji meet a stranger you 
approach him as a friend. A hundred yean 
ago no man appeared in the street wltlmu 
a sword at his, side. 
Now no man thinhi 


of carrying a weapon, or finds the necessit> 
for it. 


If men have so far learned the relation 


of life, Is it wild to expect that in the next 
generation th-jy will understand that .the 
clojer their co-operation the greater wil* 
bo their productive power! To procurotha 
result you must maintain that rovertyree fur 
law so necessary to that end. 


My friends. I accept this majestic struc 


ture with that reverence as daep In my hear 
as the massive foundations of that building 
raised hy your enthusiastic support. I be 
lieve that its majestic front is-no more 
posing than the lofty ideals of justice which 
you have conceived, and which yoiir opinior 
will impose upon your courts. 
Gratefully 


and reverently I dedicate it to the welfari 
of this community, whose tendencies it ex 
presses; to the honor of this state, whosi 
architecture it ennobles; to ihe security o 
this country, which depenus upcn the pros 
perity of all its sections; to the further 
advancement of civilization, which must bu 
lejil by tha American people, through" the 
diffusion/in all the countries that are now. 
groaning undsr despotism, of the lijrlit 01 
freedom, which is justice, as typified in thi! 
structure.

of strikers exchanged shots at AVana 
mie after the latter had derailed n 
train of coal cars. At Plymouth a 
number of non-union men on then 
•way home from No. S mine were helc 
up and beaten so badly that they were 
left oh the roadway for dead. ' 


Shortly after l""o'clock- this morn 


ing- a demand for more depiities.was 
received from no lezs than ten places 
in Luzerne county. Those applying 
for aid said that if help was.not sen 
at once there would be loss of- prop' 
erty and pcasible bloodshed. Sheriff 
Jacobs, after a consultation "With his 
attorney, decided to take no more 
chances, but to appeal to the gov 
ernor at 
once.

and that in order to protect life and 
property troops would have to be 
sent here immediately..

500 gathered in the vicinity of a 
washery and prevented the employe 
from going to work. A deputy sher 
iff named; Burke was knocked down 
by stones 'and severely injured-.

Ninth regiment, 'with headquarter 
in this city. The work of mobilizing 
the regiment at once commenced.

companies, about 750 strong, and i 
commanded by^Col. C..E. Dougherty* 
The troops will be ready to take th 
field in a few hours. Batallions -

How H Wa» Made a MIB Sueees* I»y 


the Elimluatloa ol \Vlil*ky 


and Ileer. 


A thousand firemen paraded on a 


hot July, day without drinking beer on 
whisky, and this is how it came about. 


A charming village in western New 


York, renowned for its 
life-giving 


ozone, iine sanitarium, public library 
and. itt freedom from saloons, begged 
the privilege of entertainingtheCounty 
Firemen's association for its animal 
meeting and parade.

It was a pretty rustic: booth with white 
draperies, festooned with evergreens 
of hemlock and cedar. A conspicuous 
sign across the front made t-lie wel- 
come announcement: 
"Lemonade, 


strawberry 
lemonade, 
raspebevry 


lemonade, currant lemonade, pine ap- 
ple lemonade, 'grape juice lemonade, 
hot ginger tea, iced tea, and ice water, 
All Free to Firemen." 


It was astonishing how soon the 


front compartment of the =Wt tie booth 
was filled' with firemen. They were 
deftly served by'pretty and womanly- 
girls, in holiday attire,"who stood be- 
hind the counters that were in gor- 
geous array, with their shining glass 
pitchers and .crystal tumblers filled: 
•with cool, delicious fririfc juices and 
lemonade. In the rear compartment 
on an oil stove a singing tea kettle 
was ahvas ready to provide hot ginger 
tea or hot- lemonade. Here-the. women: 
received from the basement of an ad- 
jacent church the supplies that had 
been prepared'the nightbefore. There 
were two great crocks containing ten 
gallons of lemon, juice nnd sugar and 
the merry hearted young workers had 
taken extra pains to strain out every 
Bee.tL Near the crocks. were-great milk- 
cans of ice water and. glass cans of the 
brightest and'clearest grapeand benryl 
juices.

Seme of Hearing and I» It elated

bacco is generally due to the irritant 
effect, of the latter on the upper pas- 
sages, whereby catarrhal conditions 
are induced which may spread up 
the eustachian tubes to the. middle 
ear.

the chronic hardness of hearing some- 
times observed by smokers is that it 
is due to a simple middle ear catarrh. 
The possibility of a chronic neuritis 
of the auditory nerve analogous to 
tobacco umblyopia, which Moss as- 
sumed to be the cause of smokers* 
deafness and tinnitus aurium, canuot 
be denied; but, so far, no adequate 
proof of its occurrence has been 
placed before us. In the December 
number of the Birmingham Jledical 
Review, however, Stanley published, 
the interesting- case of 'a soldier, in- 
valided home from South Africa for 
enteric, who, on the voyage home, 
smoked largely of a coarse, strong 
twist, ihe only merit of which ap- 
peared to lie in its cheapness. He de-' 
veloped a tobacco heart from this in- 
dulgence, and with it complete deaf- 
ness. 
The condition;was- evidently 


one of internal ear deafness. The pa- 
tient was told to give, .tip smoking, 
and. when ,this order had been car- 
ried into effect for a month both, 
heart r.nd hearing were greatly im- 
proved. .H is unlikely that .the deaf- 
ness can have been due to the enteric 
fever, as the labyrinthine complica- 
tions following that disease are very 
unfavorable^, and are certainly most 
unlikely to improve without treaty 
ment. As far as we can judge, the 
case must have been one of auditory 
neuritis due to tobacco poisoning, a 
condition, of-such rarity as to make 
the case referred to of great impor- 
tance.

urged that barmaids- be done away 
with.

has established at a cost of $10,000 an 
institution known as the Casino.

THE VALUE OF A SOUL 


Heaven Alone Capable of Correctly 


Estimating It—Angels Rejoice 


Over One Kepsntftiit.

Eternal Idealities.—Our Lord, Who 


Epoke the wards of our text, had 
:i 


charming way of enforcing Divine 
truth by picturing in realistic and sim- 
ple way tlie absulute cert;iinties of 
the unseen realm. 
When He talked 


of Heaven orliell, of the-angels or the 
Devil, it was with no vugUf "perhaps," 
or "it may be," or "I tliink so." His 
natural vision beheld the magnificence, 
the grandeur, the stability of the tem- 
ple, He felt with the rest of His na- 
tion the world-controlling power of 
the Human government, He rame in 
touch with the great wisdom and 
learning not only of men of His own 
nation, but of the Greeks and liornans 
as well, and yet the eternal real- 
ities of the unseen world were not 
shut out; for He knew that "the things 
.which are seen are temporal; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal." 
His theology was not of that specula- 
tive character which busied itself with 
Studying and evolving man-made the- 
ories, and endeavoring to reason out, 
by intellectual gymnastics and contor- 
tions, the secrets of God, but He was 
cqntent to take God at His word. His 
faith laid hold of the truths of God, 
and He knew that because they were 
eternal verities there was no room 
for argument, or speculation, or hu- 
man reasoning. 
Heaven was God's 


dwelling place, the home of the re- 
deemed, the realm in which the angelic 
hosts lived, moved and had their be- 
ing, and hence was a more permanent 
abiding place than the magnificent cit- 
ies which'the nations of the earth had 
reared. Hell was not eliminated by a 
By stem of human deductions, but its 
boundaries were definitely fixed, its 
awful torments vividly described, and 
in the parable of a "certain" rich man 
and "Lazarus He gives us a glimpse 
into the Devil's dwelling place, and 
what is the real agony of! a lost soul. 
The Devil was a person, and not an in- 
fluence, or a natural inbred tendency, 
which would, make him hard to get 
at and hard to fight. And after Jesus 
had in-efc him in that terrible battle in 
the wilderness and anguls came and 
ministered unto Him, He understood 
anew that the unseen hosts of Heaven 
were hovering over the earth watching 
for .opportunities whereby they mig-ht 
carry out the purposes and will of God. 


•And in our test Jesus tells us of the 


rejoicing in Heaven because one soul 
has been snatched from the power of 
Satan. 
One poor repentant sinner in 


the earth able to set the angelic hosts 
to singing and to make the arches and 
dome of Heaven ring with the glad 
sound! Think of it! 
When it came 


time to open the Charleston exposi- 
tion, the president pressed a golden 
Itey at Washington, and the ponderous 
machinery all through the vast build- 
ings in the distant city was set in mo- 
tion. It is wonderful to think that a 
slight touch can accomplish so much 
at so great a distance. But stop and 
think, and contemplate the picture 
which unrolls before us in the words 
of the text. 
Let your mind expand 


with the vastness of God's universe. 
Here are the sun, moon and stars roll- 
ing in space and kept in place by His 
Almighty power. Here is the earth, 
with its teeming millions, and God 
moving in Nature to supply the tem- 
poral needs of these millions. Surely 
a busy God. and no idle moments for 
the hosts of Heaven as they move hith- 
er and thither in fulfillment of the 
will of God! And yet, one single sonl 
crushed under a load of sin is able by 
touching the golden key of repentance 
to send' a thrill thrmigh Heaven, and 
receive back tile celestial music of par- 
don, 
peace1 and eternal life. It is 
dif- 


ficult, indeed, to obtain an audience 
with an earthly king. 
An ordinary 


mortal cannot hope 1o lie received, cx- 
cept.'ns he is lavish in his expenditure 
of money, and is nldcd by influential 
friends. But ah! iiow different it is 
with the repentant pinner! The fir.st 
faint cry for help and deliverance i^ 
caught by the angelic hosts and the 
soul is ushered into the presence oi 
the K.7)£' to receive His pnrdon and 
Jits blessing. With the swiftness of 
1he light i. ing- flash the messag.; front 
earth to Heaven is sped and receives 
Hie immediate attention of the King. 
Marvelous, is it not? And while the 
JEecordiugAngel is enrolling the name 
in the I.amb'.s bonk of T.ilV, the vast 
choir of Heaven bursts into a glad 
paean o"f rejoicing, the like of which 
has never penetrated to human ears. 
And mingled with the voices of the 
angels are those of the Old and Xew 
Testament saints, the "s«> great 
a 


cloud of witnesses" to tlie luve and 
mercy of God. There is David with 
his harp; and his rejoicing in the 
Lord and His saving grace rings out, 
clearer and sweeter than ever it did 
on the hillsides of Judea as lie tend- 
ed his sheep. 
There arc Peter and 


John and the other disciples singing 
with the rest. There is Philip, who 
came to know the fa hie of one poor 
Eoul as he we.nt out into the desert 
to preach the word to the Ethiopian. 
There are the sinful woman, and the 
thief who hung on the cross and 
was the first to go i n f o the kingdom 
with Christ. Yes, and there may be 
the sainted father or mother of the 
repentant soul. 
For years their 


prayers went up to the throne of 
God for tlie wayward boy or girl. 
As the weary years dragged out their 
lengths their prayers ceased not, ami 
their faith failed not. At lust their 


earthly pilgrimage is ended and they 
Join th? Heavenly hosts, and yet their 
prayers for the wayward child are 
seemingly unanswered. But one glad 
day in Heaven the cry of that way- 
ward and now repentant child 
is 


heard, mul how tlie joyful song- of 
the sainted father and mother risea 
above that of all the rest. Oh! how 
they sing. They iised to sing: 
*O happy day, ihat fbted my choice 


On Thee, my Saviour sr.d my 
God! 


Well may ibis glowing heart lejolee, 


Ar.u tell Us raptures all abroad. 


Happy day, happy flay, 
\Vh&n Jesus washed my sins away; 
H.J laughi me how to watch and pray, 
And llv* rejoicing every day. 
H;tppy &iy, happy day, 
When Jesus washed my sins away." 
Hut what that song in Heaven Is over 
one sinurr that, repenteth we cannot 
know here. 
That it is transcend- 


ent ally sweeter and richer and fuller 
than any sung the r -berntd sing 
here is certain. 


And while Heaven is rejoicing over 


another soul saved, that JlJevil, whom 
so many modern-day preachers and 
rationalistic Christians, the twenti- 
eth century Saddueees, are trying to 
rccson and argue out of existence, is 
hanging around the outskirts of the 
celestial citj' and raging in impotent 
madness that another sinner has es- 
caped his snare and his destruction. He 
tried to stifle that cry before it could 
penetrate the pearly gates and reach 
the crystal throne. He sent his min- 
ions post haste to whisper words of 
doubt and discouragement in 
the 


heart of the sin-sick soul. He did his 
utmost to quiet the rising fears, and 
bolster up the confidence in a false 
hope. Satan never lets a soul get out 
of his grasp if he can help it, and on 
the days when Heaven is the happiest, 
he is having his bluest of days. As-the 
music of Heaven over the one repent- 
ant soul which he has lost floats out 
to him it drives him back to earth to 
redouble his efforts to send souls to 
hell. Where the revival is being felt, 
and the cry of repentant sinners is 
heard, there you will find Satan doing 
his hardest, work. Peter declares that 
"your adversary, the Devil, as a roar- 
ing lion, walketh about, seeking-\vliom 
he may devour." And I am rather in- 
clined to think that Peter caught this 
glimpse of the Devil during the thick- 
est part of one of his great revivals. 


The Value of a Soul.—And if Heaven 


rejoices so over one single soul which 
repents, and the Devil works so hard 
to compass its destruction, there must 
be a value in-thai soul which is little re- 
alized. Heaven's standard of values is 
not the same as- that of earth, but it is 
the correct standard and will continue 
in use il'rmighout eternities, long after 
the «.;:;•;.;! \ui* melted with fervent heat 
and God has establlshedanewheavens 


• and a new earth. The cheapest thing 
in the world to-day is. Inimnn life. Out- 
side of the Kingdom of Jesus Christ, 
life and the welfare of the soul con- 
sume less, thought and care than are 
given to the dumb brutes, which sus- 
tain a positive intrinsic value to their 
owners. But it is not our purpose to 
discuss the question'of man's inhuman- 
ity to man, as real and inhuman and 
selfish as it may be. We may not be 
able to estimate the- value which 
Heaven puts upon a human, soul by 
contrasting- the cheapness in which it 
is held by the world, but perhaps we 
may be able to understand, something' 
of it by contemplating1 the sacrifice 
which Heaven was willing" to make in 
behalf of the lost soul. 


Tlie parables of the lost sheep and 


the lost coin, uttered by our Lord in 
connection with the words . of 
our 


text, reveal to us two important 
facts in regard to the soul's, value. In 
the case of the sheep, individuality of 
the soul is set forth; in that of the 
coin, its intrinsic value is emphasized, 
and in the parable of the prodigal son, 
which follows, we have beautifully il- 
lustrated the intimate relationship 
which exists between God and 
the 


human sou!: the empty place in the 
household; the vacant : chair, at-' the 
family table; the love of the father 
going- out after the sonin the far coun- 
try; the full 
and free forgiveness 


which is given before the sou has asked 
for it, and the joy of the return. 


There were an hundred sheep in the 


fold of our parable, but every sheep 
was different. 
~Xo two were exactly 


alike. -The place of the lost sheep, 
therefore, could not be exactly filled. 
The completeness of the shecpfold is 
marred by the absence of Uiat one 
sheep. 
The 
shepherd miss.es 
it. 


Though Hie ninety and nine are safe 
within the fold, he needs must go out 
after the lost sheep. So is it with the 
human soul. An two are alike. And 
the. individuality of the sou! gives it 
an inestimable value in the ?i«-ht of 
Heaven. Xo soul can fill 1heplace in 
tended for another. A beaut if ill mosaic 
is being worked out in Heaven. If one 


s= tone.is missing, it mars?, the complete- 
ness of the whole. Jt it any wonder, 
then, that all the Heavenly hosts burst 
into song when a new stone is set and 
the pattern grows toward completion? 
To understand the value of a soul one 
must realize how Heaven pri/es the in- 
dividuality of every soul. 
Let this 


thought Sake hold of your heart, as 
you engage in your Christian service. 
Try and see in every soul with whom- 
you come in touch, as the Master sees, 
some individuality, some characteris- 
lie, which just fits into a place that 
(iod would have filled. Don't be an- 
noyed by the peculiarities of people, 
but try to find inlhem a greater meas- 
ure of service for the Master. Don't 
try to be like somebody else. Be your- 
;elf, doing the will of God. Don't envy 
some one else, his gifts, or position in 
tlie service of the Lord, but realize and 
understand that in your own individ- 
uality andcharacteristics, God can best 
work out. His purposes, and. you will 
more perfectly fit into the place left 
for 3-011 in the Heavenly mosaic. 


The Intrinsic Value of a Soul.—• 


How can we adequately set 
forth 


at the intrinsic value of n soul is 


to God? The lost coin was one of a 
certain number. They were all aljkn 
in their value. Iii a sense God sets 


no higher value on one soul than on 
another. He "is no respecter of per- 
sons." He "wills that all men should 
be sav?d and come to a knowledge oi 
the truth." His love reaches to the 
lowest depths, and spans the widest 
space. This thought may be destruc- 
tive of the natural pride of the hu- 
man heart, but it is God's truth, just 
the same. Jesus is as ready to reach 
out to sa>e the miserable drunkard 
in the gutter as He is to give salva- 
tion ta the most honored and re- 
Epectecl man in the community. The 
soul of one man, be he white or 
black, be he college president or 
street laborer, be he Hottentot or 
the son of a, cultured race, is as 
precious in the sight of God as the 
soul of any other man. And to un- 
derstand this intrinsic value which 
attaches to every soul in the sight of 
God, 
we must be able to fathom the 


infinite wisdom and love which moved 
God to -make man in His own image. 
To give him a nature, a soul which 
emiM oiilv h'nd its perfect realization 
in yielding its wiii iu that of tho 
Divine 
anil 
living 
the 
God-life 


through Him. As far as the human 
vision is able to penetrate and the 
human mind understand, every one 
born into the world 
in 
a. certain 


sense :t; a part of God; with an im- 
mortal soul and the possibilitj' of an 
eternity with Him. 
Think then of 


what inestimable value Heaven must 
place upon each precious soul. Kot 
until the brightness 
of eternity 


bursts upon our vision and we see 
God face to face and knuw Him as 
He is, will we be able to measure the 
intrinsic value of a soul. 
As you 


seek to be God's instrument in the 
salvation of souls, try and see in 
each soul with which you come in 
touch that 
something1 which has 


come from God and which the touch 
of Jesus Christ can quicken into life 
and send back again to God, 


The delation of the Soul -to God.— 


Christ used the family tic to further 
illustrate and emphasize the value 
of a soul in the sight of Heaven. 
There is joy in Heaven over one sin- 
ner that repenteth, because it is the 
return of the prodigal to the Fa- 
ther's House. The son that was dead 
is alive again, the vacant chair is onco 
more occupied, and the aching void 
In the Father's heart is filled. The 
sorrow felt while the loved one so- 
journed in the far country is turned 
to joy, and the reunited family begins 
a new and brighter chapter in its his- 
tory. You remember the touching 
little story told in the old poem of 
the, hard-working but poor parents 
who found it almost impossible to 
provide for their large family, and 
who had the offer made to them by 
a rich relative of taking one of the 
children to bring up. 
With the dim 


light i:i their iremblirig hands they 
go from bed to bed and scan each dar- 
lings face as it rests pcacefuly upon 
ling's face as it rests peacefully upon 
its pillow. With an ache in the heart 
and a sob in the voice they discuss 
together which one it shall be that 
they ehall give up. 
Each name ia 


spoken in turn, but no one can be1 
spared from the family circle and the 
roof tree. Though poverty is knock- 
ing at the door, love reigns .within, 
and the family circle remains un- 
broken. 
So it is in Heaven. 
No soul 


can be spared. 
As God the Father 


looks down upon this sin-cursed earth 
He does not see a single soul which 
He is willing should remain out of 
the Heavenly Home. What earthly 
parent who loves his children can 
express their value in dollars and 
cents. 
How the ties of the home 


bind together its members with such 
unbreakable links as to make 
the 


thought of separation unbearable. Is 
it not- beautiful to think that the 
soul sustains such a relationship to 
God as to be absolutely indispensable 
to the completeness and. joy of Heaven? 


Heaven's Sacrifice.—Wo have been 


endeavoring to tell 
something of 


what the value of the soul is as esti- 
mated by Heaven. The joy in Heaven 
exceeds the rejoicing of the shep- 
herd who has recovered 
his 'lost 


sheep, it exceeds that of the woman 
who has found the lost coin, it-is akin 
to the joy and gladness in the home 
when the prodigal returned. 
The 


-^ilue of a soul is absolute and ines- 
timable, because of the individuality 
of each soul, because of its intrinsic 
worth as part of God Himself, and 
because of the relationship which the 
soul sustains to God as the Father. 
But beyond all this we have the sac- 
rifice, which Heaven made to prove 
ihfi value, of a soul. The price which 
is paid for an article at the store in 
a degree at least 
determines the 


value of that article. The value of a 
soul is measured by the richest treas- 
ure of Heaven given to win that soul 
back to Heaven. 
"Hereby perceive 


we the love of God, because He laid 
down His life for us." That is, we 
can fathom the love of God if we 
arc able to realize that He gave to 
the uttermost, and we can know the 
value of a soul as we ore able to es- 
timate the value of the wonderful 
Sift of God to men. But who can 
kno'.v fully the love of God, or who 
ran estimate the real worth of God's 
gift in the person of His Son? Let 
the mind dwell upon this thought 
and see how the sense of God's won- 
derful love and marvelous gift and 
the value of a, soul will grow upon 
you until words will be inadequate 
to express the fullness of your emo- 
tions. 
"O could I spp-nk trie matchless worth, 
O could I sound the fi'lorles forth 


Which In my Saviour shine! 


I'll snar and touch the Heavenly strings, 
And vie with Gabriel \vhilo he sings 


In notes almost Divine. 


"I'd sing the precious blood He spilt,
